Big Assemblage Gathers to Wel- 
come Horses to Hot Springs. 



Mormon Takes the Main Race of 
the Afternoon in Game Fashion 
— Bobby Allen Wins.

HOT SPRINGS. Ark.. March 15. — Racine at Oak- 
lawn was ushered in this afternoon tinder conditions 
most flattering for the success of the meeting. 
An attendance of record size here witnessed the 
s|s»rt, and this, too, in spite of a threatened down- 
puiir. 

Mayor McClendon's proclamation for a half -holi- 
day found ready response in the business district, 
resulting in many of the workers finding an oppor- 
tunity to visit the course. The mayor headed the 
delegation of members comprising the Business Men’s 
League, and after reaching the track made an 
address of welcome to the horsemen and visitors. 
Persons prominent in isditics. the army and finan- 
cial circles of every section of the country mingled 
ill the big crowd, and all seemingly took a keen 
interest in tin* racing and attending incidents. 

Retting activities was of marked strenuosity, and 
forty-three prominent operators quoted odds and 
cared for the wants of those speculatively inclined. 
The racing was wholesome and many of the finishes 
hard fought and close. The card was a well ar- 
ranged one, with no particular outstanding feature 
unless the third race, contested by three-year-olds, 
could be termed such, becausce it had among its 
several starters .prnsqiective Kentucky Derby starters. 
It resulted in a victory for Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s 
Mormon over W. M. McGee’s Madras Gingham, 
with Itagnarok in third place. The winner showed 
an excellent performance in coming all around the 
others after a somewhat tardy beginning and win- 
ning by a half length with speed in reserve. Madras 
Gingham’s showing was also a good one, but she 
tired in the stretch racing. 

While Mormon’s victory was achieved in good 
fashion, lie left the impression in the minds of 
the close observers that he will have to improve 
considerably on this rare to make him formidable 
in the Kentucky Derby. It was his first race this 
season and trainer MeDnniel has indulged him in his 
training up to date. The eolt will no doubt im- 
prove by the race. 

The opening race introduced a band of two-year- 
olds, the first race of this kind run over the track 
in years. It resulted in a victory for Bobby 
Allen, ridden by Wheatley, a product of Hot 
Springs. Iiorn and raised in the shadow of the 
Ouklnwn track. It was the horse and the rider’s 
first winning race. Booneville was the favored 
one in the race, but he ran out on the last turn and 
failed to get a part of the parse. 

MARS MOUSE A WINNER. 

Bringlmrst and Bon Tromp were given the call 
in the second race, but the purse went to Mars 
Mouse, which showed a flash of the form that made 
him a formidable opponent for the best at this 
track last spring. Bringliurst bent Serenest for 
second place. 

Harvest King was the second successful choice 
to get home in front during the afternoon. His 
victory came in the fourth race, when lie outfooted 
Dick Williams and Brownie MeDawell. High Horse, 
a memory of long ago, showed a good performance 
in staying in front in the fiftli race and winning 
from Aztec and Gleipner. The final race found 
Let a the winner, with Baliy Cal and Paul Connelly 
ill second and third places. 

Trainer Kim Patterson sent Eternal three-quarters 
this morning over a slow track in 1:18%, the colt 
accomplishing the work in easy fashion. 

Traction, in Andy Blakeley’s stable, succumbed, 
to pneumonia yesterday. The horse contracted the 
ailment en route here from New Orleans. 

.T. H. Itosseter and a party of friends journeyed 
here from Washington, D. C., to witness the open- 
ing. 

Obolus. which started in the fourth race, was 
claimed for $2,500 by ('. Hawk, who represented H. 
Field, owner of Saint’s Bridge, a starter in the 
race. 

J. H. Madigin. president of the Fort Erie track, 
was among the visitors and will remain for some 
time. 

The newcomers from Jefferson track in New Or- 
leans, where racing closed this afternoon, will 
add considerably to the big timing already here. 
In the expected crowd will be several layers, but 
t lie rule of not more than forty-four operators 
at any one time will la* adhered to and the new 
ones desiring to go on will have to take chances 
in the draw. 



HAMILTON A. WINS HAVANA FEATURE 

Defeats The Blue Duke in Fast Run Race— Exciting 
Finish to Breeders’ Purse. 



HAVANA, Cuba. March 15. — Today’s feature race 
at the Oriental Park course was the Bellamar Han- 
dicap. It furnished a spirited contest, in which 
Hamilton A. was returned the winner by a head 
from tlie good three-year-ohl The Blue Duke. The 
race was a fast one, Hamilton A. setting the puce 
from the start and running the five and a half 
furlongs iu 1:06. Hodge, which finished fifth, 
closed like a lion after trailing in the early run- 
ning. His race this afternoon would seem to indi- 
cate that tiiis good handicap horse is finally round- 
ing to his best form, which means that he should 
give a good account of himself at the Kentucky 
meetings this coming spring. 

Bagdadinc lieat a hand of a dozen maidens in the 
opening race, which he won h.v three lengths from 
Li Kross. In the second Sisler Susip made all the 
pace iiml defeated Gordon Russell by a neck. Tippo 
8ahih staggered home a scant length in front of 
Janies in the fourth after leading by a long margin 
at one stage of the race. 

The Breeders’ Purse furnished an exciting finish. 
King Trovato and Lady James fighting it out all 
through the homestretch and the former winning by 
a head. The closing race went to Chillum, which 
triumphed over Sky Man by a nose. 

Jockey Walter Dodd received a cablegram from 
England this morning offering him an engagement 
to ride for Mr. Benson of Loudon. This is the 
second cablegram which Dodd lias received. lie 
will likely sail for the oilier side shortly. 

J. Gass will ship the horses which lie brought 
down here from Kentucky for Ross & Loouev to 
Kentucky, and they will go tomorrow in the same 
car with the racers ol C. T. Worthington.

Here are Billy Kelly, War 
Pennant, Eternal, Dunboyne, Purchase, Colonel Livingston, Regalo, Be Frank, Cirrus, The 
Wanderer, Uncle White, Col. Taylor, Toto, Blue Laddie, Vindex, Major Parke, War Marvel, 
Mormon and a big array of lesser lights, about all of which now centers hopeful expectations 
in the minds of their owners. About every successful sire in this country is represented, as 
well as such noted foreigners as Tracery, Swvnford, Day Comet, Ethelbert, Flint Rock, The 
White Knight, Bonarosa, Marajax, Lonawand, Spanish Prince, Cylgad and St. Victrix, suf- 
licient to maintain the flavor of internationalism which has attached to this big Louisville 
race for several years past. 

The number of entries is considerably greater than the list received in recent preceding 
years, the gain representing the attracting power of big money. Owners of the big stables can- 
not, as a business projtosition, afford to refrain from taking a chance in a race that has $20,000 
added. Hence from the east such stables as those of J. K. L. Ross, Harry Payne Whitney, 
Willis Sharpe Kilmer, C. M. Garrison, R. L. Gerry, S. C. Hildreth, G. W. Loft, F. J. Nolan,’ 
P. A. Clark and E. B. McLean have promised to do battle for that money, while from the far 
west those of E. Cebrian, J. H. Rosseter and C. W. Clark have done the same thing. It seems 
quite regrettable that A. K. Macomber is not represented this year.

UPSETS AT JEFFERSON PARK 



Last Day Attracts Best Attend- 
ance Ever at the Track. 



Waukeag Runs One of His Acro- 
batic Races and Defeats 
Some Good Horses. 



NEW ORLEANS, la., March 15. — The spring 
meeting of the Jefferson Parish Rni-ing Association 
came to a successful termination this afternoon with 
the running of a good card and the largest at- 
tendant in the history of the trnek. Not only 
were all attendance figures surpassed, but several 
new time records were hung up, while a number 
of others were equaled. 

It was a record-breaking afternoon from all view- 
points. 

The Mayor Behrman Handicap, at one mile and 
seventy yards, ami the An Revnir Handicap, at 
three-quarters, supplied tlie features, and both 
resulted in stirring contests and rousing finishes. 
The first named resulted in a victory for Waukeag. 
and the son of Ogden was forced to hang up a 
new track mark for the distance to. outstay Jiffy, 
Dan Bright and others. Waukeag’s time was 1:45, 
as against 1:45%. the former record held bv 
Merchant. Obert put up a capital ride on Waukeag, 
keeping him well up to the last eighth, where In- 
forged ahead, and after shaking off Dan Bright 
went on under pressure .-uid withstood the challeng- 
ing Jiffy, which finished a fast going second. 
Bolster and Buford, laitli well fancied, were used 
up in tlie early running and quit badly. Dr. P. J. 
Sullivan, owner of Waukeag, was presented with a 
handsome silver cup. 

Tlie Vu Revoir Handicap gave tlut improved Kil- 
dare Boy an opportunity to score his fiftli purse, 
which lie did in game style, defeating among others 
tlie speedy Charlie Leydecker and Harry Burgoyne. 
Incidentally, Kildare Boy equaled his own track 
record of 1:14 for three-quarters, which he hung 
up several days ago. In today’s race he began 
in front and. maintaining iiis advantage throughout, 
stood a drive gamely to withstand the rush of 
Charlie Leydecker. 

H. S. earner’s Ballad scored his second purse 
sinc-e coming here from Havana wlijrn lie defeated 
a small band in tlie seventh race. He fought it 
out witli Broom Peddler and after disposing of the 
latter on the far turn went on to win going away. 
Alhena came from the rear iu the last quarter to 
beat Sleetli for place iionors. 

The stable managed by P. L. Chinn accounted for 
the first two races on the card. In the opening 
race Oleaster repeated her recent winning by out- 
footing a small band of two-year-olds and won with 
speed to spare. 

Poverina m.-ide it A double for the stable when 
she easily took the measure of a rather poor band 
in tlie second race. 

Handftill scored an easy victory over Edith Bau- 
mann and Sophia Gatewood in tlib third. 



$5,000 DERBY FOR JEFFERSON PARK 



Elaborate Plans Announced for Next Winter — 
Track and Plant to Bo Entirely Renovated. 



NEW ORLEANS, La., March 15. — Liberal purses, 
including a $5,000 Ilerby. to be run Marcli 17, 1920. 
a twenty-eight days’ winter meeting and a twenty- 
six days’ spring meeting are the plans of the Jef- 
ferson Parish Fair Association for Jefferson Park, 
as announced tonight by G. I). Bryan, one ot the 
largest stockohloders. “War conditions, the scarcity 
of labor and tlie uncertainty of racing last fall pre- 
vented us from going through with all our plans tin- 
past winter,” said Bryan. “We bad intended to 
rebuild tlie track and have the best race ('burse 
here, to elevate and generally remodel our plant so 
it would be the neatest and most comfortable racing 
Park in Louisiana. Last year the track was neg- 
lected. as we realized it would be a waste of time 
and money to keep a force busy on it. all the year 
round, if the government was going to ask for 
a suspension of racing, but for next year it will lie 
different. Immediately after the close of our 
present meeting we will start to work on the track, 
and after resurfacing it will allow it to set all 
summer, then I have no doubt we not only will 
have a lightning fast track next fall, but will 
have a course better drained than before. 

“Jefferson Park’s next meeting will open Thanks- 
giving Day. It will continue to January 1, when 
the Fair Grounds starts. The Fair Grounds meet- 
ing will end February IS, wlmn Jefferson Park 
again will throw open its gates this time for Us 
spring meeting, which will continue through to 
St. Patrick’s Day, March 17. Besides the Jeffer- 
son Parish Derby, as tlie $5,600 stake race prob- 
ably will is- called, there will be several minor 
stakes ranging from $1,000 to $2,000 at Jefferson. 
Tlie Derby will, of course, be for three-year-olds 
and will be at a mile and an eighth. 

“Stakes for three-year-olds and older horses 
will be run during tlie first section of the Jeffer- 
son Park meeting, and these, combined witli the 
big program tlie Business Men’s Racing Associa- 
tion is pin uning at the Fair Grounds next winter, 
should bring the cream of winter stables down here 
for tlie best season of racing in tlie history of New 
Orleans.”

WASHINGTON RACING BILL DEAD 



SEATTLE. Wash.. March 15. — The Washington 
State Racing Commission bill lias been put in a 
comatose state, where it will remain in slumber for 
the next two years, according to Robert A. Hiller, 
who was active in support of the racing bill. Hil- 
ler states that the measure went to sleep of ennui. 

During the past week the leaders of the com- 
mittee of rules of the house of representatives 
favored the hill, but it had been allowed to go 
without recognition until too late. One of the sur- 
prises in connection with the consideration of the 
racing law was that Mrs. Frances M. Haskell, 
chairman of tiie public morals committee, was the 
only member of the committee to understand the 
intended workings of the measure and to favor 
its enactment. Mrs. llaskell is the only woman 
member of tiie legislature. 

Hiller stated that friends of the measure will 
lie working in the interest of a racing commission 
for tiiis state for tin* next two years, and feel 
highly encouraged to know that tiie liroad-mimled 
members of the house and senate took enough in- 
terest personally to look into liow racing is con- 
ducted in Kentucky.
